Coroner Legge Files Affidavit, Arrest Is Made By Chief 


Sheridan and Mayor Crilly Fixes Next Tuesday 
Morning as Time for Hearing—Prisoner Arrested at 
Noon at His Home on G-ranville Road—Eva Wert 
Makes Confession to Officers. 


Levi Bevard, a nephew of Mrsl Frances L. TTevts. 


who was murdered on the morning of June 1. was arrested 
at 11:4-") o'clock Friday noon at his home on the Granville 
road, about two miles west of the city, and lodged in the 
comity jail shortly before noon on a charge of murder in 
the first degree. 


The arrest was made l>y Chief of Police James S 


Sheridan, in company with Coroner C. F. Legge, who was 
driven to the Bevard home by James Mills in an auto- 
mobile. 


This action on the part of Chief Sheridan was the re- 


sult of a written confession which is now in the hands o 
Coroner Legge in which Eva May Werts, grandaughtei 
of the murdered woman, states that she is sure-]fcail.it was 
Levi Bgvard- who 'kiflgtMrer gmiTjmotlleT: -—i"- -^-~'^—' 


The confession came shortly after 10 o'clock Frida; 


morning, when Eva Werts and Coroner Legge in eompam 
with Ciiief Sheridan went to the scene of the murder iu 
McKean township to see the place where the alltged tar- 
get practice took place. 


Ever .since little Eva Werts first told hev story to the, police 


on the morning; after the tragedy, there has been a belief that she 
was either not telling' the truth or that she Avas withholding some- 
thing from the officers. 
The story of the target practice has been 


discredit el inasmuch as 3Trs. Levi Brevard said that she did not 
take part in such a practice with Eva and her mother, as the « 
-irl 


alleged. 


Eva, 
in an interview with Coroner Legge, Thursday, stili in- 


sisted that she was shooting at a mark with her grandmother and 
Mrs. Rosa Bevard, and that the revolver has disappeared. The Cor- 
oner asked her if she could show him where the target shooting took 
place and she said that she could take them to the place and sho\v 
jiim. 


It was on this mission that the girl and the officers went to the 


.AVerts home again Friday morning. 


AYhen the Chief of Police and the Coroner reached the lions.>. 


Eva was asked to show them where the target praciice took place. 
Tin1 girl faced Dr. Legge and said: 


"Doctor, that was all a sham. There was no target practice 


out here." 


The officers grasped the opportunity to get a complete story 


from Eva Werts. This was the first time within the week that her 
statements had not been vertih'ed by the facts and in this break in 
her testimony the officers had a chance to <jet. at the whole truth. 


'"AVell/"* said Dr. Legge, :'get all the clothes yon will need for 


a while. Yon must come back with us." 


The girl protested and asked if she must go back to Xewark 


to stay. The matter was explained to her and she was told that if 
.she would tell the truth she would not he held. Then came the con- 
fession. 


She said: ''Well. Doctor, all that I have said is true. Every- 


thing that I have told you about my actions on the morning of the 
crime and about my escape, and about my running to .Mr. Schimp's 
house is so." 


"Do you feel sure you know who it was in the kitchen on tli-j 


niirht of the murder?" as the Coroner. 


"Yes. I am sure that it was Levi llevard who killed firand- 


mother. He came ro me on the morning after the murder and w1 
were talking about the murder, lie said, 'Who do you think 
done this.'' I said: 'You.' lie said nothing, but >ooked down on 
the ground. Tie made me promise riyht there and theii that J 
would not tell that the person had on a derby hat and that he 
had dark hair, lie also made me promise not to tell that (Irand- 
mother kept a revolver in the house. lie threatened to kill me some 
time if I ever told." 


In the course of her conversation with the Coroner. Eva said 


that she saw enough o flhe man in the kitchen to satisfy her as '<> 
his identity. She said that she was sure that it was Levi Bcvard. 
after .->he had started b.u-k i < » tin- window after .M-eing him strike h'-r 
grandmother. 


The little girl was in.strncled by the Chief of Polk-e to show him 


- exactly how she climbed from the window sill to the porch and how 


she jumped to the ground. She led the chief to the east room where 
she climbed from a front window to Hie pon-h which was eighteen 
inches from the window ledu§e. 


She then showed the chief how she jumped 1o the "round and 


was on the point of making the jump the second time lull Officer 
Sheridan told hor that it was not necessary, that she minht be 
hurt. She replied: "It did not hurt me before." 


The porch is ten feet eight inches from the top to the ground. 


and to where the girl claims she jumped was eleven feet live inches. 
The officers are now satisfied that she is telling the truth about the 
jump from the porch.

EVA WERTS TALKS OF CRIME 


TO NEWSPAPER MEN AT THE JAIL. 


An Advocate reporter called at the 


county jail and obtained permission 
from Sheriff Reman to interview 
th<? 


girl, Eva Werts. 


Sheriff Redman absolutely refused to 


permit the reporters to talk to the 
prisoner, Levi Bevard. Eva Wens was 
at dinner when the reporters called for 
her, but was ready at once to talk of 
:he affair. 
She told the same story 


practically as has been given above. 
When asked why she confessed, she 
said: 
"Well, 1 thought it was better 


to tell the truth." 


In relating ner conversation to Levi 


Bevard on the morning after the mur- 
•er, she said: 


"I was standing in front of the house 


vhen all the crowd was around Thurs- 
lay morning and Lee an Rosa (Mr. and 
Irs. Levi Bevard rode up to the house 
n a buggy. I went over to the buggy 
o talk to them. Just after I gor there, 


sa fainted and she was taken out of 


he buggy and was carried up in the 
arcl under the trees. 
I then had a 


nance to talk to Levi alone. I said, '[ 
uppose you know all about this don't, 
on?' He said, 'Who do you think did 
r?' I said, 'You.' "

prisoner and placed him in a cell. In- 
struct ions were given (o the jailer not 
to le any o.ie in to see the prisoner 
and Sheriff Redman absolutely refused 
to let any of the newspaper men talk 
with him. 
The Advocates artist was 


on Uie scene and with other newspaper 
men. 
'.vas let into the corridor, that he 


might he sketched. All the reporter-; 
and others in the party were made to 
promise before the door was opened, 
thar they would not talk to Bevard. 


Even after the small party had seen 


the prisoner, the 
sheriff 
refused to 


.2rant permission to address a question 
to the prisoner, even on subjects not 
relating to the crime. 
The prisoner 


stood riuietly and allowed the Advocate 
artisr to make the sketch. 


While in the corridor, Bevard was 


heard to address the guard and ask for 
some dinner, saying "I've been plough- 
ing all morning and I'm pretty hun- 
gry.' 


After the warrant was read to the 


suspected murderer, he had but few- 
words to say. He asked the officers 
to intercept his brother, Steven Be- 
vard, at the B. & O. depot at 1:10 this 
afternoon, before 
he took 
the north 


bound train to Crestline. He wanted 
the officers to ask his brother to go to 
his home on the Hqll farm, west of the 
city, to see that his wife did not harm 
herself. He seemed to be very much 
concerned as to the welfare of hio wife 
who has been ill .-ince the morning of 
the crime.

Mrs. Schmidt commenced suit for divorce from Mm 
and was Drained a decree. .From the time of his disap- 
pearance until his arrest in Chicago on the charge of big- 
amy, she had never heard from him. 


Mrs. Schmidt afierwards married Franz Linhart, a 


young- brewer, employed at the Consumers' brewery, this 
city, and is still living ^-ith him at their home on Beeek ' 
street, in the Xorth End of this city. 


Hoch, who is said to have had thirty or forty wives, 


said after his conviction that he wanted'to die as soon as 
possible. He will soon be accommodated.

his recent audience with Mr. Meyer, 
the American ambassador, the czar 
indicated a willingness to take under 
advisement the subject of peace, and 
expressed a warm appreciation of the 
friendly words of Mr. Meyer, speaking 
as the personal envoy of the presi- 
dent. The reception of Mr. Meyer 
was characterized by the greatest cor- 
diality and friendliness, and the am- 
bassador's cablegram to the president 
giving a general account of the audi- 
ence is of a distinctly hopeful tone. 
Mr. Meyer did not bring to the St. 
Petersburg government an offer «.'f 
mediation, but a "friendly offer of 
good will," as it was described by 
Count Cassini, which apparently was 
gratifying to the czar. Further than 
this it is impossible to record the 
character of the cablegram. 


The Japanese minister, Mr. Taka- 


hira, called by appointment at the 
White House and spent half an hour 
with the president. 
He was still un- 


able to give the president the slightest 
indication regarding Japan's peace 
terms. Later Sir Mortimer Durand, 
the British ambassador, saw the pres- 
ident, and Baron Speck Von Stern- 
berg, the German ambassador, was at 
the White House for nearly an hour. 
None of the callers would discuss 
their visits, and it can be stated that 
with the exception of the call of Mr. 
Takahira, none of these visits was of 
great importance. 


It is not expected that the situation 


will change radically in the next day 
or two. Until some indication comes 
from Japan of her attitude in the light 
of the spirit shown by the czar the 
negotiations can hardly be expected to 
progress. Meantime powerful, though 
friendly, influence is being brought to 
bear on Japan to be moderate in her 
demands. 


It has been pointed out that Japan 


and Russia must always be close 
neighbors, and that if Japan is unrea- 
sonable now in her great triumph she 
might again be involved in war with 
Russia. What effect these representa- 
tions may have on the mikado is of 
course only conjectural.

"APOPLEXY 


Carries Off the Prince That Caused 


the Franco-Prussian War. 


Berlin. June 8.—Prince Leopold von 


Hohenzollern, 70. a cousin of Emperor 
William, who came to Berlin to attend 
the wedding of Crown Prince Freder 
ick William and the Duchess CeciliJ 
of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, died sud 
denly of apoplexy. The prince will be 
remembered in history as the candi 
date of the Spanish cones for the 
throne of Spain and as having been 
unwittingly the cause of the Franco 
Prussian war. He lived at Sigmarm 
gen, in the original principality of Ho 
henzollern.

ARRAIGNED 


Russian Zemstvo Congress Drafts a 


Bold Message to Czar. 


DEMAND POPULAR ASSEMBLY 


Emperor Reminded That His Pledge 


to the People Is Slow of Fulfillment. 
Conduct of the War on Sea and 
Land Also Criticised—Action Prayed 
For Before It Is Too Late. 


St. Petersburg, June 9.—The liber- 


als have made a bold move. The voice 
of the delegates demanding in no un- 
certain tone the immediate convoca- 
tion of a national assembly to pass 
upon the question of peace or war, to 
heal internal strife and to unite the 
people for the rejuvenation of Russia, 
will be heard in the address adopted 
by the ail-Russian zemstvo congress 
at Moscow, which a deputation headed 
by Count Hayden and II. Shipofi will 
present to the emperor. 
The docu- 


ment bids _fair to become historical. 
The customary phrases of respect at 
the opening and the closing are omit- 
ted and it is otherwise unceremonious, 
employing the direct personal pro- 
noun. 
The address arraigns the bu- 


reaucracy and reminds the 
emperor 


that his pledge to convoke a national 
assembly 
is slow of fulfillment. 
It 


says the country is on the verge of 
civil war. and e\en ventrres to criti- 
chse a royal measure, contrasting the 
increase of the police power b;- the 
ukase issued last Sunday with a weak- 
ening of the administrative proems 
whicli the country had been led to ex- 
pect. The address urges the summon- 
ing of a national assembly and prays 
for action before it is too late. 


The address is a lengthy document, 


from 
which 
the 
following are ex- 


tracts: "Sire—Russia has been drawn 
into a disastrous war by 
criminal 


abuses and the negligence of your 
counsellors. Our army is powerless 
and our fleet has been 
annihilated, 


but more menacing than this extreme 
peril is the prospect of a civil war 
waged by your people against all the 
vices of a dangerous and ignorant bu- 
reaucracy." 


Proceeding-, the address 
declares 


that the emperor's reform intentions 
have been distorted and miscarried, 
while the police have been given unre- 
stricted power. "Martial law has been 
declared," the address says, "and the 
path to enable the truth to reach you 
is barred to your subjects. Sire, be- 
fore it is too late, for the welfare of 
Russia command a convocation of rep- 
resentatives of the nation, elected by 
equal franchise, and let these elected 
representatives decide with you the 
vital question of war or peace, thus 
transforming the war into a national 
one. 
Let them establish an agreement 


with yon for a reno\ated national or- 
ganlzauon. 
Sire, don't delay. 
Great 


is your responsibility before God and 
before Ru'iEia in this terrible hour cf 
national trial."
